It was known that 
the government had positively sold the odd 
sections Within the four most thickly settled 
townships to a company and declared all odd 
sections reserved from settlement, and noth- 
thing remaincd so far as was known to begin 
a first-class fight but for the land company 
or any other purelaser to attempt to take 
possession of land oecupied by a squatter, 
that isa squatter before survey. They had 
gone on the land as bona fide settlers in good 
faith, and did not propose to be turned off 
by anyone or for anything. The news that 
these men are to receive their homesteads 
and pre-emptions, whether on odd or even 
sections, although such might have been the 
intention of the 
will certainly lift a weight from many a set- 
tler’s mind, and indeed trom the mind of 
every man who is interested in the conntry 
and knows the danger and trouble that would 
have followed an opposite course. The rights 
of the three classes of settlers to their lands 
were the main questions, and that a favorable 
answer has been received upon them-—if no- 
thing else had been done—is sufficient to con- 
stitute the mission a success. 

A land office and registry office are to be 
established and a resident stipendiary mais 
trate appointed, Whether altogether at the 
request of the delegates or not we cannot say, 
but certainly all are necessary and if properly 
conducted will be beneficial to the district 
and the community inhabiting it.

THE DELEGATES. 
Mr. D. Maloney, one of the delegates sent 


to Ottawa last winter with a small bill of 
rights, to be presented on behalf of the peo- 


ple of Edmonton, St. Albert and Ft. Saskat- 
chewan, returned on Tuesday evening last, 
wcompaniod by Mr. Hibbert, who went east 


last fall, and Mr. Mowat. Mr. Maloney left 
Ottawa on the 16th of April, and Swift Cur 
ront on the 2nd of May, LL, Kelly, who went 
east via Calgary some time ago, was coming 
in on the train from Maple creek at the same | 
time, When ata point about eight miles west | 
of Swilt Current the road bed and train sank | 
ina piece of alkali ground, and the passen- | 
ers were obliged to walk to ‘Swift Current, | 
eral days elapsed betore the train was got | 
out and the road made good, Swift Current 
was a lively place, but the town consisted | 
principally of tents, and there did not seem 
to be any intention of making it a perianent 


place, although the site is excellent. The | 
country around, however, is valueless for | 
farming purposes. The prairie in the vicinity 


and for a long distance west was burned, On 
account of this a freighter named Lamb, who 
had ten wawons loaded with gold mining ma- 
chinery, and freight for Brown & Curry, was 
living at Swift Current waiting for the yvrass 
tostart. X. St. Jean was at Red Deer forks 
when Mr. Maloney passed that place. Ue 
had a complete cabinet outfit and has a new 
on the way. There are six men with 
him who intend to settle or work at trades, 
Some distance this side of the forks, W. F. 
Brodin and Mr. McLeod, father-in-law of M. 
} , of Little mountain, were passed on 
the way to Edmonton, Still further on the 
way J, Lanioureaux and party of thirty were 
passed, having six wagons and a large num- 
ber of carts. The machinery for the Messrs. 
Lamoureaux’ grist and saw mill,to be erected 
at ht. Seskatchewan, is ordered and will be 
at Swift Current in June, whence it will be | 
freighted overland, Messrs. Macdouwall and 
Bannerman were net at the forks on their 
way down, and Messrs. McLeod and Cameron 
about forty miles on this side. All were well. 
They found a great deal of water trom Swift |

ourselves in the usual pastime of the season 

geese shooting. 

It is to be hoped that the lake will not be 
so high this suinmer as it has been for the 
last two seasons, It was higher last summer 
than ever it has been within the memory of 
the oldest inhabitant. 

The Indians have been very fortunate in 
their moose hunt this spring, one Baptiste 
Auger having killed no less than fourteen; 
another Indian, Moostoos, killed eleven ; be- 
sides many others who killed two, three and 
four each, and all within an easy distance of 
the lake. Mr. Traill, of the H.B.Co., was also 
on the war path after moose and was very 


} successful, having killed no less than four. 


The H.B.Co, started their first brigade of 
carts for Peace river on the 21st inst., with 
flour, ete., for the different posts in that 
region, 

Mr. W, T, Thompson's survey party are 
now camped on the west side of Smoky river, 
three miles below the forks of the two Smoky 
rivers, waiting to hear from Mr. Ovilvie, 
There have been two failures to bring the 
cache left on the south side of the Deer 
mountains and north of Fort Assiniboine, by 
Mr. Vicars last fall, Mr. Thompson has now 
sent ina third party with horses, and if they 
fail Mr. Thompson will send a fourth by the 
usual route to fetch supplies from Winniper, 


; as it will cost very little more and he will be 


sure to get them. 

There was a dance on Tuesday, 27th March 
under the auspices of Messrs. Brown & McKay 
and others of Mr. Thompson's party, and was 
quite an event, as Mr. Brown did certainly 
astonish the natives. L will not attempt to 
describe the costumes of the ladies, but let it 
suflice to say that the H.B.Co. had just the 
day before received a bale of coitons from 
Ndnmionton,
